RANSAS CITY, Mo.—Leslie M.
Bhaw, secretary of the treasury, and
William J. Bryan secured the lion’s
share of attention hers among & long
list of speakers at the three sessions
of the trans-Mississippi Commerial
congress. All spoke on gubjects relats
ing more or less directly to the in-
rreasing of the commercial businoess
of the country.

Mr. Bryan was appointed to head a
eommittee of ex-presidents of the
gongress to escort Secretary Shaw to
the platforms, and when these two
distinguished public men led the
way to the rostrum there was grea)
applause,

Secretary Shaw, who spoke partien-
tarly for a wider foreign market for
American goods, made Lhis declara.
tion :

““If this country ever developes
mternation! merchants it will ae-
eomplish it by granting them en-
couragement ;s not alone by dredging
hurbors and deepening channels, but
by insuring them a merchant maring
in which w carry under the most
favorable terms, the produets of our
farms, our mines, our forests, aund
our factories,

Secretary Shaw continued :

Secretary Root has gove a step
further than | propose to go in favor
of a merehant marine, He commils
himself to the ship sobsidy id2a. 1
o not say that T am in favor of a
ship =subsidy, but 1 will say that 1
am in favar of anything that will

gecure 8 merchant marine for the
LCuited States.’’

AMr. Bryvan, whose subjoct princi-

region, was the sole speaker at the
evening session,
